USSR-China: The meeting of Communist parties in 



Moscow is apparently still continuing after some ten days 
of efforts to arrive at formulas sicceptable to both Moscow 
and Peiping. The Polish ambassador told Ambassador 
Thompson in Moscow on 18 November that the conference 
would go over to the following week, "in view of the large 
number of speakers ."|]The chief Indian delegate reportedly 
wrote a letter to his associates in New Delhi last week pre 
dieting that the declaration of unity at the end of the confer 
ence would be a mere for mality, since "inwardly the Chi- 




nese are as hard as ever."!
